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The Authors New Model for the Shops to be built in the Royal Ex- 
change 3 The which he doth humbly preſent to the Conſideration 0 
the Grand Committee, as themoſt probable Plat-ſorm to give _ 
faS#ion, both to the ancient Leaſes, as likewiſe to thoſe who were 
formerly ſub-tenants in the ſaid place: the which if aſſentednnto,and 
accompliſhed, it is the opinion of many intelligent perſons, that the 
Royal Exchange will be the moſt Famous and moſt Magnificent ſiru- 
Gure(but eſpecially in relation to ſo many Shop-keeper5)as is this day 
wrder the Sun, 


'þ i (if it be not now too late) there may be four pair of 
ſtairs made to go up into the Royal Exchangezand likewiſe, 
for the more ſtate and magnificence of the faid place (wa 

would be alſo very commodious for the Shop-keepers,in-relationto 

their Cuſtomers) that there may be four Balconies made at each 
window,to look down upon the Aerchants into the Royal Exchange. 

2. Thatthere may be a double Pawn of {mall Shops (viz. con- 
taining in length ſeven foot,or thereabouts) only on the North-ind 
South fide of the ſaid place. 

3. That there may be a fingle Pawn only of Shops Ere&ed on the 
Eaſt and Weſt ſlide thereof , (viz.) deep ſhops,and ſinall ſhops 5 the 
deep ſhops to contain in length along the walk ſixteen foot; and in 
depth backwards,twenty two foot or thereabouts;ſothat according 
to this Model, there will not be of theſe deep ſhops above ſixteen in 
the whole Exchange: And the {mall which ſtand oppoſite to theſe, 
to contain the ſame length as the former; and theſe deep ſhops may 
be very well worth apeece to the City and Company about 40 or 595 
pounds per Amwmand theſe will be fitting and commodious for a 
Mercer or Silkman,or any other whole-ſale Shop-keeper, which wi 
be thra trading upon the Royal Exchange. And becauſe this Ho- 
nourable Court (hall be ſatisfied, that theſe deep ſhops (here inti- 
mated) ſhall be taken oft from their hands; This Author, with ſome 
others,are willing, at forty pound per Anwwm,and leven years Leaſes 
only, to contract for the ſamezand upon that account they may take 
off what Rent they pleaſe (in regard they will have occaſion for 
ready monies) by a preſent Fine. And moreover, thoſe that do take 
theſe ſhops, will engage, that if they let them again to any Shop- 
keeper in the Exchange, they ſhall have them at the ſame Rent, as 
from the City and Company 3 (and it were a good Rule to be ob- 
ſerved henceforward for the whole Exchange, leaſt in a ſhort eime 
there may be the ſame oppreſſion, and wracking young Shop-keep- 
ers as formerly; ) But if to any Mercers or Silk-men (of whomthey 
do not deſign above four or fix at the moſt) it is then probable they 
may (for their pains) get ſome ſmall benefit and advantage by them. 
Burt if this Model, o not give good content and fatisfaQion to all 
perſons in general herein concerned (ture 1 am the wajor part will 
conſent and acquieſce in your determination) then this Authors 
preſent Judgment clearly is for a double Pawan of {ſmall ſhops, only 
quite round the Exchange. 
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
